While no one can tell what 
surprises are in store for the 
American people in 196% 
there are certain key issues 
that surely will engage the at- 
tention of the public. 

Perhaps the No. 1 domes- 
tic issue is that of law and 
Order. The year 1967 was a 
disaster year in lerms of law- 


lessness. Mobs іп Newark, 
Detroit and other cities. de- 
stroyed millions of dollars 


worth of property and turned 
fine communities into an in- 
ferno. 

The American people, for 
all their extreme — tolerance, 
surely will not tolerate anoth 
е! long, hot summer of civil 
insurrection fanned by profes- 
sional agitators and their apo- 
logists. A tough police crack- 
down. such as has been order- 
«d in Miami, Florida, is likely 
to be the national pattern. The 
major confrontation between 
the lawless and the forces of 
Jaw and order may come in 
Chicago, where civil disobed- 
ience groups threaten to en- 
gulf the city when the Demo- 
crats hold their presidential 
nominating convention. 

On the international front, 
the war in Vietnam will con- 
tinue 10 be the subject of top 
concern. The “doves” are hard 
at work, trying to force ап 
American withdrawal so that 
Ho Chi Minh can have , an 
easy peace. The public has to 
watch that nervous men їп 
Washington don't yield to the 
pressure from the demonstra- 
tors who represent only a ti 
element in American life. The 
majority of citizéns are likely 
to be angry if the McNamara 
“no win" policies aren't scrap- 
ped when Secretary of Defense 
Robert S, Mc! a 
office this year. 

The Vietnam war is taking 
on a new dimension, with the 
communists making greatly in- 
creased use of privileged sanc- 
tuaries in Cambodia and Laos, 
Communist ships are unload. 
ing vast quantities of supplies 
on the Cambodian coast. But 
Mr. McNamara denies permis- 
sion to the U. S. service chief 
to order bombing of the Cam- 
bodian supply points. Equally 
outrageous is the fact that U. 
S. units commanders are not 
permitted to follow communist 
troops when they cross into 
Cambodia for refuge. 

Yet another major issue in 
1968 will be the fate of the 
dollar. The European bankers 
who in the last year looked so 
suspiciously оп the: British 
pound have begun to ask tough 
questions about ће U. S. dol. 
lar. The European bankérs ap- 
parently believe that the John- 
són administration has a credi- 
bility gap when it comes to 
announced measures to pro- 
tect the dollar. The busin 
world is aware of America's 
great balance of payments de. 
ficit and is alarmed — with 
reason. To prove that it intends 
to protect the dollar, the ad. 
ministration is going to have 
to гейизе its polis апд 
change its attitudes, and slash

foreign aid. U. S. business also 
needs a real assist in selling a- 
broad, 

Other governments | give 
their manufacturers а tremen- 
dous assist in marketing goods 
Overseas. The U. S. govern. 
ment is perhaps the only gov- 
ernment in the world that 
seems more interested in de- 
veloping the economies of for- 
eign states than it is in aiding 
its own business enterprises. 
Nineteen sixty-eight should be 
the year in which the U. S. 
government starts thinking a- 
bout the needs and opportuni- 
ties of U. S. industry facing 
foreign competition. 

The United States is gross- 
ly over-dependent on foreign 
imports in many lines ranging 
fronr steel products to textiles 
It is essential, therefore, that 
Congress take some action this 
year to deal with the flood of 
imports that destroy jobs and 
take away profits. 

Still another vital issue for 
1968 is the attitude of the un- 
ions toward wage increases. 
Everyone wants a higher wage 
or salary, but in the modern 
business world such increases 
have to come about through 


improvements in labor produc- 
tivity. What is worst about Big 
Unionism is its attitude to- 
ward. plant modernization. 
Many, many unions bitterly 
resent the introduction of new, 
labor-saving machinery. Yet 
this machinery is the real hope 
of the American economy fac- 
ed with competition from for- 
eign sources. Unions are dead 
wrong to try to force industry 
to work with aniquated equip- 
ment or to continue work prac- 
tices which are rooted in the 
technologies of yesteryear. 

By accepting new machin- 
ery. working men will be 
broadening the base of their 
company's and their own pro- 

ity. Moreover, it is ab- 
solutely destructive for a un- 
ion to accept new machinery 
and then demand that com- 
paratively unskilled. employes 
be paid at the same rate as 
highly skilled workers on oth- 
er types of machines. 


These, then, are some of the 
vital issues of 1968. On their 
successful resolution depends 
the security, happiness апд 
economic wellbeing of the 
American people.

Nobody knows how many 
zany laws we have in the fifty 
states, dealing with just about 
every subject under the sun, 
but there are thousands of 
them, never repealed and still 
on'the books. 

A recent issue of Floyd 
Times carried an article by 
Dick Hyman entitled “It’s Still 

The Law” revealing numerous 
outmoded laws which have 
never been removed from the 
books, laws that apparently 
seemed sensible and practical 
when passed but which today 
are mirth provoking and if any 
attempt were made to enforce 
them would create chaos. 

Most of them were enacted 
in the early days of the auto- 
mobile and were intended to 
protect and safeguard the pub- 
lic from the dangerous motor 
Vehicles that were appearing 
on our highways at the turn 
of the century. Vehicles that 
traveled at breàkneck speeds 
of 15 to 20 miles an hour en- 
dangered pedestrians and live- 
stock. 

It appears that just about 
every community or state had 
its own ideas about necessary 
legislation to regulate automo- 
tive transportation.

In Pennsylvania the Farm- 
ers Anti-Automobile Society 
high pressured the legislature 
to passing the following re- 
gulations: (1) Automobiles 
traveling on country roads at 
night must send up a rocket 
every mile, then wait 10 min- 
utes for the road to clear. (2) 
If a driver sees a team of hor- 
ses; he is to pull over to the 
side of the road and cover his 
machine with a blanket or dust 
Cover that has been painted to 
blend with the scenery. (3) In 
the event a horse refuses to 
pass a car, the owner must 
remove his car and conceal it 
in the bushes. 

New Hampshire produced 
the most hilarious regulation 
9f all with a ruling that read, 
"When two motor vehicles 
meet at an intersection, each 
one shall come to-a full stop 
and neither shall proceed un- 
til the other has gone." 

There are plenty of others, 
not only concerning traffic 
but many other — subjects. 
Wouldn't it be a good idea to 
review all laws and eliminate 
those that are outmoded and 
not enforcable?

A recent ex- 
ample of this is the matter of 
the President's request for a 
10 percent tax increase. He an- 


‚ Mounced that unless the in- 


crease was voted there would 
be a deficit of $37 billion. In 
previous testimony before the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Fowler had said there 
would be a deficit of $29 bil- 
lion. Today the Budget Direc- 
tor admitted under question- 
ing of the Ways and Means 
Committee that the deficit 
would probably be $22 billion 
Naturally people wonder who 
to believe and why the differ- 
ence. 


Is this deliberate lying? Has 


moral state of our country 
gone so low that our leaders 
do not even attempt to be hon- 
est? One answer is that fig- 
ures can always be interpret- 
ed in varying ways. Another is 
that conditions change so fast 
in our society.. particularly 
where the war is concerned, 
that what is true today may 
not be true tomorrow. Anoth- 
er reason is that politicians 
have always slanted informa- 
tion to get what they wanted 
In this day of instant com- 
munication and a better edu- 
cated people they just can not 


get away with it as easy as 
they once could. 
It is especially unfortunate 


that credibility gaps exist to- 
day in this time of dissent and 
disorder. A leadership above 
reproach is badly needed. The 


future of democracy could de-

He can be an incorrigible re- 
bel, just as perhaps he was be- 
fore he earned his way into 
prison. 


mistakes and look for con- 
structive means of making a 
new life for himself. 

Recently there was a great 
hue and cry over "brutali 
in our State Prison at Raiford. 
The U. S. Supreme Court ac- 
cepted the assertions of an in- 
mate who claimed life was 
made miserable for him in a 
“windowless sweatbox." 

(A tour of the facilities: by 
legislators and press later est- 
ablished that his description 
of the cell was a distortion of 
fact.) 

He has long since built a 
reputation for trouble in and 
out of prison. 

But for every inmate of this 
type at Raiford there are hun- 
dreds who are quietly going 
about the task of reshaping 
their lives. 

In the wake of the contro- 
versy, I think it is essential. to 
look briefly at what construc- 
tively is being done for and 
by the great majority of in- 
mates at Raiford and the more 
than 30 other correctional in- 
stitutions in Florida. 

Remember, first, that 
operating philosophy behind 
the Florida penal system isto 
"correct" or rehabilitate. 

One of the principa! means 
in a rehabilitation effort is to 
put idle hands to work, make 
them productive, teach them 
new skills. 


done day-in, day- 
out at Ráiford and at the oth- 
er institutions, There are cab- 
inet shops, the well-known li 
cense tag plant, and тапу 
other assembly-line operations. 

And, of particularly keen 
interest to те as a тап of 
agriculture, there are prison 
farming operations that are de> 
signed to make the prison com.
